What year did you come to 
Australia? 

| came to Australia to play foot- 
ball in 1987. That came about 
because | was given an oppor- 
tunity by lan Wallace who was 
the coach of the Melbourne 
Knights at the time. | knew lan 
from our days of playing togeth- 
er at Sunderland back in the 
UK. We actually made our pro- 
fessional debuts together when 
we started out. 


Who did you play for back in 
the UK? 

| started my apprenticeship at 
Sunderland where | broke into 
the first team at the age of 17. | 
obviously signed pro forms and 
was there for three years. It's a 
huge club and being a 
Sunderland boy it was my num- 
ber one ambition to play for 
them when | was growing up. | 
had a chance to go to Leeds 
and a few other clubs but all | 
wanted to do was play for 
Sunderland. After | left there | 
was at Peterborough for three 
months on loan. | scored a few 
goals for them but they were in 
liquidation at the time and 
couldn't afford me full-time. So, 
| went back to Sunderland and 
that’s pretty much where the 
opportunity to come to Australia 
came about. 


Which clubs in Australia did 
you play for? 

| had two spells at Melbourne 
Knights and played for 
Wollongong Wolves, both in the 
old NSL. From there | went to 
Juventus, Bulleen, Preston, 
Bentleigh Greens, Essendon, 
Frankston Strikers and 
Richmond. 


What was the highlight of 
your playing career? 

There is only two. My debut at 
Sunderland and representing 
my country, England, at youth 
level at Wembley Stadium. | 
ended up playing a full season 
but the main highlight was prob- 
ably against Scotland. The 
game was on national television 
and there was a crowd of about 
70-80,000. Just walking out 
that tunnel at Wembley there 
will never be another feeling like 
it. The match finished 3-3. | 
didn’t score that day but ended 
up top goal scorer in the squad. 
| guess the most famous player 
to go on from that team was 
Michael Thomas. You might 
remember him, he was the lad 
who played for Arsenal and 
Liverpool back in the nineties. 
He was the one who actually 
scored the winning goal for 
Arsenal against Liverpool at 
Anfield to make it 2-0 in the 
dying seconds of the final match 
of the season to clinch the 
Championship in 1989. After 
scoring the second goal which 
gave the title to Arsenal on goal 
difference he was the one who 
did the back flip and somer- 
saults. 


What was the highlight of 
your Australian career? 

It was probably winning the 
Premier League with Preston 
and Juventus. Also, making the 
NSL Playoffs with Wollongong 
was pretty exciting. I’ve been 
pretty lucky and had a fortunate 
football career. 


Who was the best player you 
played with overseas? 

| would have to say it was Eric 
Gates. He was something spe- 


cial. As a striker | learnt a lot 
from him.

| would say two people. The 
first one would be Aki Aligozidis 
when | was at Bentleigh 
Greens.

It was a 
pleasure spending time with the great 
man and seeing him in action. As 
you’re probably aware Olympiakos 
have just won the Greek Cup and look 
set to clinch another Championship in 
the week ahead. During my time in 
Greece | spoke candidly with Dusan 
about the pressures involved in coach- 
ing such a huge outfit. 


Interestingly, not that I’m in the same 
league that he is, we found that we 
shared quite a few common experi- 
ences.

talented youngsters for the team’s 
future. 


We both agreed that unfortunately 
there is an increasing amount of igno- 
rant people who have somehow made 
their way into a position of power on 
many a club board. These people, 
more often than not, do not possess a 
background in football and have a total 
lack of understanding of the culture 
that makes the game so great. These 
people should let the real experts carry 
on to complete the job at hand and 
stay within their own fields of expert- 
ise. The pressure is great enough as 
it is without a bunch of nobodies mak- 
ing the job any more difficult.

QANTAS YOUNG SOCCEROOS COMMENCE 
FINAL WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP PREPARATIONS 
WITH DEFEAT AGAINST COLOMBIA 


Scotland: A shocking last day in 
Scotland meant Celtic failed to hold 
onto their 2 point lead over Rangers, 
and were pipped at the post for the 
Scottish Premier League title. 


Rangers faced Hibernian at Easter 
Road, and came away with a 1-0 win. 
Rangers’ top scorer, Nacho Novo, 
scored the only goal in the 59th 
minute. The tight win for Rangers 
meant that Celtic needed to lose or 
draw, for them to win the title. 


Celtic faced Motherwell at Fir Park and 
were on top for much of the game, 
after a Chris Sutton strike in the 29th 
minute gave them the lead. However, 
two goals from Scott McDonald in the 
88th and 90th minutes, meant the 
Bhoys suffered their 6th defeat of the 
season, and undoubtedly the most 
important. 


Turkey: Fenerbahce have won their 
sixteenth Turkish championship by 
beating main rivals Galatasaray 1-0 on 
Sunday. The gap between the two 
sides is now six points. 


It was the perfect scenario for 
Fenerbahce, to secure their champi- 
onship against city rivals Galatasaray. 
65 minutes were needed for Marcio 
Nobre to break the deadlock, and it 
turned out to be the goal that decided 
the league. 


Fenerbahce now have sixteen titles, 
one more than Galatasaray. Having 
won their first championship in 1959, 
when the Turkish national league was 
played for the first time, the side from 
Istanbul would always play an impor- 
tant roll in the competition. 


Italy: Inter Milan secured their 
Champions League qualification spot 
with a win over Sampdoria, which 
helped Udinese close in on the other 
spot as they could only manage a 
draw against Cagliari. 


Juventus made their game against 
Livorno look harder than it should 
have been for them, based on recent 
form. Pavel Nedved opened for Juve 
after just 10 minutes, but second half 
strikes from Igor Protti (48) and 
Christiano Lucarelli (55) gave the 
home side a 2-1 lead. David Trezeguet 
levelled the score just 10 minutes later 
to give each side a share of the points. 


Inter needed just a single goal to see 
off the challenge from Sampdoria. 
Adriano struck in the 34th minute to 
give the Milan side the points, which 
secured their Champions League 
qualification spot for next season. 


Holland: PSV Eindhoven were held 
to their 6th draw of the season as they 
drew 0-0 against Roda JC — the only 
team who PSV have suffered a defeat 
against all season in the Eredivisie. 


Ajax were victorious over FC 
Groningen, even though they were 1-0 
at the half time interval. Erik Nevland 
put Groningen ahead in the 44th 
minute, but goals in the second half 
from Rafael Van Der Vaart and Daniel 
De Ridder secured the win for Ajax. 


AZ Alkmaar had another disastrous 


game which saw them lose 3-1 at 
home to relegation fighters RBC 
Roosendahl. Robert Molenaar and 
Donny De Groot had RBC 2-0 up at 
half time. Stein Huysegems pulled a 
goal back for AZ in the 88th minute but 
it was only a consolation. 


Spain: Real Madrid and Atletico de 
Madrid held each other to a scoreless 
draw in the capital city derby, while 
Real Betis defeated Zaragoza to, at 
least temporarily, move into fourth 
place. 


At Santiago Bernabeu stadium, Real 
Madrid hosted their city rivals Atletico, 
for their penultimate game of the sea- 
son. After having lost their last chance 
to win the Spanish championships, 
‘Los Galacticos' were unable to find 
renewed motivation, not having to 
defend their second place. 


France: Monaco now trail Lille by two 
points for the final automatic 
Champions League berth after their 1- 
1 draw at Bordeaux on Saturday. Lille 
fell to defeat at home to Ajaccio. 


Bordeaux looked to have possibly 
taken a win from Monaco in the 79th 
minute when Marouane Chamakh 
beat Flavio Roma to make 1-0 to the 
home side, but Sébastien Squillaci 
scored an equalizer at the death to 
spare a point for the side from the prin- 
cipality. 


Germany: Just one season removed 
from relegation, Eintracht Frankfurt 
have earned promotion back to the 
German Bundesliga after Sunday's 3- 
0 win over Burghausen in the 2. 
Bundesliga season finale. 


Benjamin Kohler's 17th-minute goal 
propelled Frankfurt toward their goal 
and Alexander Meier and Markus 
Beierle added second-half strikes to 
confidently march their team back into 
the German top flight. 


Frankfurt beat out another team rele- 
gated a year ago, 1860 Munich, by 
four points for the final promotion spot. 


The other two spots in the Bundesliga 
had already been filled by Kdln and 
Duisburg, who fittingly enough met on 
the final day of the season to contest 
the league championship. 


England: Owen Hargreaves, who 
looks set to leave Bayern Munich this 
summer, has revealed he would favour 
a move to Liverpool. 


The England international midfielder is 
believed to have been told by national 
team coach Sven Goran Eriksson that 
he needs to play in the Premiership to 
maximise his chances of playing regu- 
larly for England. 


Although Tottenham and Blackburn 
have both been linked with moves for 
the 24-year old, he has indicated that 
Liverpool would be his preferred 
choice. 


The Qantas Young Socceroos 
(Australia U-20s) have commenced 
their final preparations for the 2005 
FIFA World Youth Championship with 
a 2-0 defeat against Colombia in the 
opening match of the Four Nations 
Tournament being played in Busan, 
South Korea. 


The Australians were forced to play for 
nearly an hour with ten men following 
the dismissal of defender Mark 
Milligan in the 33rd minute, who was 
given a red card for retaliation after an 
altercation with a Colombian oppo- 
nent. 


Qantas Young Socceroo striker Jay 
Lucas had the team’s best chance to 
score after 36 minutes, breaking clear 
of the defence only for the Colombian 
goalkeeper to make a stunning double 
save. Seven minutes later the 
Australians had strong claims for a 
penalty when a header from Perth 
Glory’s Billy Celeski appeared to be 
handled by a Colombian defender. 


The Australians could have taken the 
lead in the first minute of the second 
half when midfielder Ruben Zadkovich 
broke down the left and centred for 
Lucas who struck his shot from the 
edge of the penalty area over the 
crossbar. 


The Colombians gained the lead six 
minutes after the interval with a long 
range speculator from _ Cristian 
Marrugo curling out of the reach of 
Australian goalkeeper Danny Vukovic.
